1 . IN LIGHT OF FIRM COMMITMENT BY AMBASSADOR STRAUSS, VICE- 
PRESIDENT HAFERKAMP, AND MINISTER USHIBA TO WRAP UP A 
POLITICAL AGREEMENT ON MT BY MID-JULY, WOULD APPRECIATE 
DEL VIEWS ON PROGRAM FOR SUCCESSFUL FINAL PUSH. GIVEN 
THE COMPLEXITY OF ISSUES AND THEIR SENSITIVITY, WELL 
THOUGHT-OUT PLANNING IS ESSENTIAL. 
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2. DURING THIS PERIOD WE WANT TO ASSURE MOST EFFECTIVE IN- 
VOLVEMENT OF AMBASSADOR STRAUSS AND OTHER SENIOR TRADE 
OFFICIALS IN WASHINGTON, AS WELL AS BST METHOD FOR OB- 
TAINING TIMELY DECISIONS ON KEY NEGOTIATING ISSUES. 

3. QUESTIONS TO BE ADDRESSED INCLUDE: 

(A) IDENTIFICATION OF NEGOTIATING PRIORITIES. 
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(B) SCHEDULE OF MEETINGS (BOTH HIGH LEVEL AND ON PAR- 
TICUARLY TROUBLESOME ISSUES LIE AGRICUTURE.) 

(C) BEST METHOD FOR CRYSTALLIZING NEGOTIATING ISSUES 
WHICH WILL HAVE TO BE RESOLVED AT POLITICA LEVEL. 

(D) IDENTIFICATION AND MANNER FOR DEAING WITH POSSIBLE 
BOTTLENECKS WHICH WOULD RETARD PROGRESS GENERALLY. 

4. IN THIS CONNECTION, WOULD APPRECIATE VIEWW ON THE 
FOLLOWING: 

(A) IN ADDITION TO JUNE 19 SESSION (REFTEL), SHOULD WE 
BEGIN PLANNING FOR EXTENDED STRAUSS/HAFERKAMP/ 
USHIBA MEETINGS EARLY IN JULY? 

(B) BURDEN FOR MOVING NEGOTIATION FORWARD WILL BE ON 
MCDONALD/DENMAN EFFORTS. WE BELIEVE THIS MIGHT 

BE AIDED BY EXTENDED SESSIONS IN LATE JUNE E- 

BETWEEN SENIOR US OFFICIALS FROM WASHINGTON AND THEIR 
COUNTERPARTS FROM KEY COUNTRIES. 

(C) IN ORDER TO SET CLEAR BASIS FOR ENTERING INTO 
FINAL CRUNCH AND FOR GIVING SENIOR AGENCY REPS AN 
APPRECIATION OF NEGOTIATING ENVIRONMENT, WE BE- 
LIEVE A ONE OR TWO DAY TPRG SESSION COVERING KEY 
MTN ISSUES SHOULD BE SCHEDULED(PREFERABLY FOR 
EARLY JUNE) WITH AMBASSADOR MCDONALD. 

(D) WE BELIEVE THAT AMONG ISSUES TO BE CRYSTALLIZED 
FOR POLITICAL LEVEL DECISIONS ARE SUBSIDIES, 
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DISPUTE SETTLEMENT, GENERAL RULES ON AGRICULTURE: 
AGRICULTURE (GRAINS, MEAT, AND DAIRY, RESPONSE TO
